SECRETARY OF NAVY'S REPORT. 



Nevftr Before Were So Many Ships 
Laonehed by ihls or Any Other 
Nation in One Year. 



Attention Is Called To the Need For 
Mere Offteere and Men in Order 
To Carry On the Work 
of the Navy. 



Washington, Dec. 5. — The annual re- 
port of Secretary of the Navy Morton 
iras made public Sunday. 

Tke naval eitimates for the next 

fiscal year are large, the largest ever 
submitted, notwithstanding the fact 
that they have been cut down from 
those sent in by the bureaus more 
than soTenteen million dollan. We 
have asked for less than the money- 
actually required to continue the naval 
program as laid clown by the general 
board, of which Adm. Dewey is the 
head, notwithstanding all who have 
studied the question carefnlly agree 
that thle program should b*. carried 
oat 

The past year was an Important one 
in the history of our naval roiiKtruc- 
tlon. Never before wpre so many war 
ships launched by this or any other 
nation in one year. Vessel for vessel 
and type fbr trpe l believe "our new 
ships will compare favorably with 
those with any navy afloat, and every 
American should be iiroud of the pro- 
gress and character of work now be- 
ing accomplished, not only in con- 
struction but in all branches of the 
service. 

Appropriations May Increase. 

New ships necessarily require more 
officers, more marines, and more en- 
listed men, and the 'appropriations are 
quite likeib^ to increase steadily for 
•dme years to come. The more ships 
we have the greater our fixed charges 
will be and the greater our facilities 
necessarily must be, in the way of 
yards and docks, and the ablll^ to 
asake repairs and take 'proper care of 
the fleet 

Last year the navy cost a little over 
a dollar per capita. It coHt little com- 
pared to what war would cost, and it 
la the best Insurance we have against 
mve. want sueh a navy In size, 
fHad* and '*Mad" that no other navy 
win deilre A engagement wHh us. It 
is our greatest exhibit in favor of 
peace. We are bound to occupy a 
prominent position among the great 
nations of the earth, and while doubt- 
less Wa ihaU ba IB the lead in 
soyery International movement to pro- 
mote peace, it Is much better for us 
to be at all times ko well prepared 
for war that war will never come. I 
am sure that the people of the United 
States will approve of a navy that is 
well prepared at allHlmes to take care 
of their defenses and to protect their 
position In the world. This is all we 
are trying to accomplish. 

Leeaone in the Eastern War< 

The lessons of the war in the east 
thus far arc the same as those o^ the 
Spanish war with respect to the rela- 
tive value and use.s of l)attloslr1i)s, tor- 
ped6 boats and det>troyers. Weight 
of metal, heavy guns and hard hit- 
ting, whether at long or short 'rapge. 
stilt do the most effective work. The 
day of the battleship is not over, and 
the sphere of the lighter vessels, while 
important, is auxiliary only 

All commissioned officers of the 
navy are citizens of the United States. 
Of the total enlisted force, numbering 
29,321, 80 per cent are native bom, 11 
per cent, naturalized, giving, therefore, 
91 per cent. aH citizens of the United 
States. Recruiting, now carried on ex- 
^tenslvely in the states of the middle 
west, brings to the navy an excellent 
elass of young men. No better ma- 
terial Can be found anywhere. If a 
taete for the service can be developed 
lamong this class of our citizens to 
such a degree that the enlisted per- 
sonnel can be largely recruited from 
thia eonroe, great advantage to the 
navy wlU reeult. To this end It must 
be the united aim of all who have to 
do with naval adiiilnistratlon to see 
that the enlisted pi'riionnei is dealt

Tha Japanese Suffered a Terrible 
in the Action. 



Toklo. Dec. 6.— The diaiy of the 
fighting aronnd MS Metre hill, which 
Is published in the Japanese papers, 

describes the terrible losses Involved 
in the slorminj!: of the Russian posi- 
tion from dawn of November 28 till 11 
o'clock In the forenoon of that, day. 
A Russian counter attack began at 
dawn on November 89, and was so 
furiously pushed that the Japanese 
were compelled to retire from both 
sides of tho hill Into the valley. Tha 
attack was renewed the morning of 
November tO, "When all the Japanese 
reeerves came up" from the south- 
western comer; but theee assailants 
only advanced ,?o metres by 6 o'clock 
so stubborn wa.'< the resistance, and 
the Japanese suffered severe losses. 
Then, being reinforced, the Japanese 
maintained the struggle with terrible 
earnestnesa Furious charges were re- 
peatedly made and the Russians were 
oempallad gradually^ to tet lre.

Thirty-Eight Sticks of Dynamite Found 
Near the Pump Station. 

Benton, III., Dec. 6. — Sheriff Stein 
spent Sunday In Zelgler Investigating 
the situation. Saturday night was 
comparatively quiet, only about 15 
shots having been fired. Deputy Unit- 
ed States Marshal Skaggs created a 
real eeneatlon la Zelgler at noon by 
bringing 38 sticks of dynamite he had 
found between the office building and 
the pump station. The dynamite was 
tied in two bundles with a fuse on 
each that had been lighted, but which. 
It is supposed, the damp, cold night 
prevented exploding. The dynamite 
was placed on the ground Just above 
the i)rincipal water main which sup- 
Iilies Zelgler with water. Had it ex- 
ploded the water main would have 
been demolished tmA ^ paailblf the 
pump station.

AN ORDER WAS SIGNED BY BOTH. 

No Trade For Canal Zone Can En- 
ter Ports Established hy t|B 
United States. 



The New Republic Agreee 'to Reduce 
Her Tariff From 15 Per Cent Ad 
Valorem to 10 Per Cent«-» 
Other Terms. 

Panama, Dec. 6. — The differences 
between the United States and Pana- 
ma, which made necessary the visit of 
Secretary of War Taft to the Isthmus, 
were settled Sunday by the Issuance 
of an executive order signed by Secret 
tary Taft for President Roosevelt and 
assented to In a letter by President 
Amador, of Panama. 

The order provides that no trade for 
the canal lone or tha r^ubllc of Pan- 
ama can enter the ports established 
by the United States at either end of 
the canal, supjdios for the construc- 
tion of the canal and articles in transit 
being excepted. This turns the cus- 
toms receipts of these ports over to 
tha tforanHMBt aC PaMupa. 

Panama agrees to reduce her tariff 
from 15 per cent, ad valorem to 10 per 
cent. This rtductlon applii's to all 
goods except wines, liquors, alcohol 
and opium. 

To Reduce Port Chargee. ' 

Panama also agrees to reduce her 
consular fees and port charges to fiO 
per cent, of the rates at present charg- 
ed. Absolute free trade is to apply 
between the canal sone and the repub- 
lic of Panama. Vessels entering the 
canal ports are granted free entry to 
the ports of Colon and Panama and 
vessels entering the latter ports are 
extended the same privileges In' tho 
canal ports. 

Complete Jurisdiction is granted tho 
United States in the barbers of Cok>n 
and Panama as to san ita tlOO $^4 Viar- 
antine regulations. 

Panama reduces her rate of postage 
to two cents and is to furnish all 
stamps In tlM republic and in the ca- 
nal sone. The sone authorities are to 
purchase stamps from Paaaow at 40 
per cent, of their face value. 

The Order BfTectlve December It; 1M4 
The order of Baeratary Taft Is to be 

Ineffective unless Panama shall put 

into effect the gold standard, accord- 
ing to the currency aurteiiicnt of June 
20, 1904. It also makes a stipulation 
regarding citlxepshlp rights to Pana 
malans In the canal sone and provis- 
ion Is also made In the order for main- 
tenance by the United States of Im- 
portant highways, partly In and partly 
out of the canal zone, and also for the 
building of a hosplUl. The order is 
madi^ aieelHa IHWi>l>Mr U. IM4.

Cleveland, O., Dec. B.— As the result 
of extended conforenrs between the 
United States district attorney and 
bank examiners, who have been look- 
ing into the aflaira of the failed GlU- 
zens' bank, of ObarOa, and tbeir eoon- 
sel, which lasted until late Saturday 
night and all of Sunday. President C. 
T. Beckwith and Cashier Spear, of 
that bank, were placed under arrest 
late Sunday night by United States 
Marshal Chandler, of Cleveland, at 
their homes In Oberlln. Marshal 
Chandler personally took charge of 
the warrants and left for Oberlln at 9 
o'clock Sunday nleht. Several depu- 
ties accompanied him. 

The arrests of Beckwith and Spear 
are the llrst that have been made In 
the Chadwlck case. The Cltlsens' Na- 
tional bank with which they are con- 
nected is creditor to the extent of 
1240.000 from Mrs. Cassle L. Chad- 
wick, whose, financial affairs during 
the past week have been the cause of 
a great <leal of publicity. 

Bank Only Capitalized at $60,000. 

The bank is capitalized at but |60,- 
000. Since the disclosure of the bank's 
dealings with Mrs. Chadwlck. the pree- 
Ident, cashier and directors have held 
conferences and meetlftgs frequently. 
All the time there has been expresseil 
by President Beckwith at least a hope 
of a reimbursement of the bank's loan 
to Mrs. Chadwlck, but so far as known 
no remittance has been received. 
President Beckwith has been in a 
stale bordering on physical collapse 
for nearly a week and for the past 
three or four days has been confined 
to his bed. Me ban expressed the most 
regret over the outcome of the bank's 
dealings with Mrs. Chadwlck. but has 
given no intimation as to why such 
great sums of money has been loaned 
fnmi the bank to Mrs. Chadwlck. 
Mrs. Beckwith Became III. 

The warrants on which Beckwith 
and Spe.'ir were arrested charge them 
with violation of the federal banking 
laws. Bpear waa the first man arrest 
ed. He wae staying at a friend's 
home because of the Illness of his 
wife. President Beckwith too': his 
arrest quietly. Mrs. lieckwitli. who 
bad retired, heariiig the noise, rame 
down stairs. When she learned the 
sltuati(W she oollapeed and became so 
ill that a physician was called to at- 
tend her Neither hanker was locked 
up. Marshal Chandler is 8leepin.s 
with Spear at a hotel and Deputy Clo- 
bltz remains at Pre.sick'nt Beckwlth'S 
home during the night. 
« Nathaa Looser, receiver for Mrs. 
Chadwlck's property, said Sunday night 
that he would qualify In that oAco 
Monday morning and would then file 
his bond for $10,000. Loe.ser al.so said 
that he would try to have chattel mort- 
aafe held by the Blyria bank set aside 
M the sroaad that it is a preferenee 
and that all credltore should share 
alike.
